2* A meeting of the Cuban Committee was held in Habana 21 January 1950 and the 
resolutions adopted there ware the result of instructions received from the 
Paris World Peace headquarters* lie following five resolutions were approved: 


a* Cessation of the arms race; reduction of expenditures on arms. 

b. Prohibition of the use of atonic weapons* 

c* Cessation of the war against Viet Nam and other colonies* 

d# Cessation of the movement against the Peace Committees in various countries* 

e* Signing of a peace pact by the big powers within the United Nations* 


A resolution was also adopted to carry on an extensive campaign throughout 
Cuba to obtain the endorsement of the five points, which would be presented 
to congress scheduled to be held in Habana in March 1950*1 The campaign, 
which will begin on 19 February 1950, will entail the following: 


a* Obtaining 300,000 signatures from all sections of the country and from 
all classes of the people endorsing the five-point peace program, 
b* Conducting a propaganda campaign in support of the document endorsing 
the five points by means of radio, conferences, etc* 
c* A central meeting in Habana to approve the visits which delegates of 
peace committees of other countries will make to Cuba for the Habana 
congress in March*
